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WYOMING LEGISLATIVE SESSION 


Wyoming's 36th biennial legislature 
adjourned February after approving 
$37.4 million appropriation for the general 
fund the 1961-63 biennium. Similar appro- 
priations for the current biennium totaled 
$32.6 million. Income the general fund for 
1961-63 estimated $32.4 million. Thus 
surplus million anticipated for the 
beginning the period expected 
reduced million its end. 

Most the spending the next fiscal 
period accounted for general appro- 
priation $31.1 million run the state's 
departments and agencies. Spending the 
present biennium for these purposes was ex- 
pected amount about $28.5 million. 
Other special appropriations from the general 
fund for the biennium ahead include $2.5 
million for the school foundation fund 
lieu raising the property tax limit 
local school districts $1.8 million reim- 
burse counties for taxes lost because 
tax exemption; $535,000 for support 
community colleges; $205,000 increase 
Salaries elected and appointed state offi- 
cials from the Governor down; $250,000 
construct new school for the deaf; $100,000 
institute system centralized state 
accounting; and $100,000 finance Wyoming's 
newly permanent Legislative 
Council for the biennium. 

The salary changes include increases 
from $15,000 $20,000 for the Governor, from 
$10,000 $12,000 for the Secretary State, 
Auditor, Treasurer and Superintendent 
Schools, from $9,000 $11,000 for the Attor- 
ney General, and from $13,000 $14,000 for 
Supreme Court Justices. 

The legislature repealed 1959 enabling 
act entitling schools receive matching 
grants from the National Defense Education 
Fund under Public Law 85-864. Other legisla- 
tion raised the number and value scholar- 
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ships provided under 1959 act for teacher 
training. 

place community junior colleges 
sounder basis the legislature raised the re- 
quirements for property evaluation and the 
number high school students needed form 
community college district the former 
from $50,000,000 and the latter 
from 700 1,500 students grades through 
12. Before district could proceed with or- 
ganization junior college feasibility 
study would required, and the State Commun- 
ity College Commission would have approve. 
Provision was made for separate classroom 
each school district for every ten pupils 
elementary schools classified educable 
retarded. 

The legislature adopted Model Business 
Corporation Act and the Uniform Commercial 
Code. established State Board Insur- 
ance Examiners supervise examination and 
licensing agents. new agricul- 
tural marketing act authorizes the Board 
Agriculture issue marketing orders covering 
production, processing distribution 
agricultural commodities. The state's drug 
labeling laws were tightened and brought into 
conformity with the labeling provisions the 
Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetics Act. 

Health and welfare legislation included 
authorization for establishment local men- 
tal health programs and creation Mental 
Health Authority the Department Public 
Health, wrk with communities prevention 
and treatment mental illness. new board 
was created adopt standards, rules and 
for care children outside their 
natural adopted homes. Maximum payments 
under the workmen's compensation law were 
raised for temporary and permanent disable- 
ment. 

The minimum financial responsibility 
car owners was increased from $5,000 
$10,000 for bodily injury death one 
person; from $10,000 $20,000 for injury 
death two more persons; and from $1,000 
$5,000 for property damage. The legisla- 
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ture ratified the Columbia Interstate Compact, 
providing for development the Columbia 
River Basin. also adopted major five- 
volume revision the state's election laws. 


CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS REDRAWN 


The Arkansas legislature has approved 
bill the state's six congressional 
districts four. The measure, which redraws 
district boundaries, expected delayed 
transmittal the Governor for signature 
until Congress passes pending bill 
increase its membership. 


TAXES 


Income Tax Withholding Missouri has 


enacted withholding for the col- 
lection state income taxes, effective 
July The State Department Revenue 
has begun the preparation the forms, 
tables and instructions necessary put 
the new law operation. 

The measure will affect more than 
110,000 Missouri firms and employers. The 
system will similar that already fol- 
lowed employers for federal income tax 
withholding. The new law expected 
increase tax collections least 
million year. 

provides that twenty days before 
withholding begins each worker must fill 
out form inform his employerof the 


number his dependents. must 
remit all tax withholding collections 
the state quarterly basis. The em- 


ployer must also give each employee annual 
statement showing all wages and commis- 
paid the calendar year and the 
amount withheld for state income taxes. 
The law exempts from withholding members 
the armed forces, agricultural workers, 
domestic and occasional workers and the 
clergy. Employers will permitted 
retain small part the money withheld 
from their workers help compensate for 
the collection expense. They may retain 
per cent the first $5,000 taxes 
withheld annually, per cent the next 
$5,000 and 1/2 per cent amounts 
excess $10,000. The Missouri in- 
come tax rate ranges from per cent. 


Tax Relief for Non-residents New York's 


legislature has adopted legislation granting 


tax relief subject enactment legisla- 
tion neighboring states non-residents 
who must pay New York state income taxes 
income earned within the state. Under the 
gislation such taxpayers will 
make the same deductions residents. Pre- 
viously non-residents have not been permitted 
itemize deductions. 

The act, applicable 1961 earnings, 
expected affect some 200,000 taxpayers, 
most whom reside New Jersey. The reve- 


nue loss New York estimated 
million. However, the state expects gain 
additional million tax payments from 
New York residents who work other states 
and whose wages are expected subject 
withholding for the first time. Applicability 
the new law depends upon enactment le- 
gislation other states requiring employers 
New York residents withhold and 
provide information the New York State 


Tax Department. Connecticut and New Jersey 


are the major states affected. 


Tax Bills Approved Governor David 


offset anticipated $86 million deficit. 
One measure provides that corporations pay 
per cent their 1961 tax estimates 
May 31; this expected yield $82 million. 
Bills provide $15.7 million for the 1961-62 
fiscal year include per cent tax life 
insurance premiums written Pennsylvania 
companies the state yield $9.2 mil- 
lion; eight-mill levy the surplus and 
undiv ided profits savings and loan associa- 
tions bring million; and reduc- 
tion from 1/2 per cent the commis- 
sion paid cigarette dealers for affixing 
tax stamps packages produce $2.5 
million. 

Another measure increases the tax 
gasoline and diesel fuel from cents 
gallon, effective April This expected 
provide additional $74 million per year 
for highway purposes. highway construction 
program $152 million slated for the next 
fiscal year. 

Also enacted was bill expanding 
$300 million the borrowing power the State 
Highway and Bridge Authority, the funds 
used for interstate highway con- 
struction. 


Income Tax The West Virginia legislature, 
carrying out recommendation Governor 
William Barron, has enacted state person- 
incame tax. The law imposes tax per 
cent the amount federal income tax paid, 
retroactive January 1961. The tax 
expected raise approximately $15 million 
annually. 
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Tobacco Tax Reporting System California 
Assembly Interim Committee Revenue and 
Taxation has recommended substitution 
reporting system for the stamp system now 
used administering the state's cigarette 
tax. The committee concluded that the report- 
ing system would not impair effective adminis- 
tration the tax. held that the proposal 
would lessen discrimination favor large 
and against small wholesalers with 
respect tax compliance costs. 

The State Legislative Analyst reported 
that shift the reporting system would 
reduce state administrative costs $1.8 
$1.9 million, without any loss tax 
revenue due bootlegging. bill adopt 
the reporting system was passed the Assem- 
bly 1960 but failed receive Senate 
approval. 


Urge Tax Reform The Indiana Commission 
State Tax and Financing Policy has submitted 
the legislature five point program for 
tax reform. 

calls for constitutional amendment 
repeal the personal property tax house- 
hold goods; payment the personal property 
tax motor vehicles and boats the time 
licenses are purchased; and recodification 
assessment laws clarify responsibilities 
assessors and the rights taxpayers. 
Another proposal recommends penalties for dis- 
closure confidential information public 
officials; this intended encourage tax- 
payer compliance reporting property. The 
commission further proposed that taxpayers 
assured they will not penalized for report- 
ing the full book value personal property 
required law. The report was the 
result two year study local tax 
structure. 


Tax Study Recommendations Ohio Tax 


for property tax reform the 1961 legis- 
lative session. designed correct 
inequities resulting from operation 
school aid program based assessed valu- 
ations and from widespread lack uniform- 
ity assessment different classes 
property and property the same class. 

The commission recommended that the 
ratio assessment true value es- 
tablished law per cent. in- 
Sure that the per cent assessments would 
based full true value, the law would 
provide uniform method assessing prop- 
erty, followed every county auditor 
the state. 

Under the proposal land would ap- 
praised fair market value, and building 
and improvements would appraised re- 
production cost less any depreciation and 
obsolescence. Each parcel would assessed 
per cent the total the land value 
and the building and improvement value. The 
Board Tax Appeals would authorized 
promulgate rules prescribing methods making 


appraisals, which would binding county 
auditors. 

taxpayer seeking relief against valu- 
ation more than per cent true value 
could file complaint with the County Board 
Revision appeal the State Board 
Tax Appeals. 


Business Tax Applicability The Washington 
Attorney office has announced 
will appeal the State Supreme Court 
County District Court ruling the appli- 
cability the state's business tax. The 
lower court held that the tax did not apply 
automobiles other merchandise pur- 
chased Washington buyer the order 
placed and shipped out-of-state 
office. 

The case was brought automobile 
firm recover more than $300,000 taxes. 
Under the lower court's decision the state 
won the right keep about $235,000 taxes 
collected automobile sales made through 
the firm's Seattle, Washington, branch but 
lost $67 ,000 taxes collected automobiles 
sold Washington dealers from the Portland, 
Oregon, office the firm. 

Final outcome the case may affect more 
than million revenue year. 


HEALTH 


Survey Disturbed Children "Survey 
Disturbed Children" Indiana 


has been published commission Indiana 
University faculty members. The survey was 
undertaken the request the State Divi- 
Mental Health. includes study 
existing facilities and projected needs 
for care and treatment emotionally dis- 
turbed children. 

Schools, physicians, orphanages and 
foster homes, clinics and social agencies 
served sources information for the 
report. The commission offered series 
recommendations schools, out-patient 
clinics, foster homes, residential units, 
juvenile delinquency, research and training. 

broader public school program for 
emotionally disturbed children recom- 
mended, similar programs operating for 
other types exceptional children. 
preschool mental health screening program 
trial basis the Mental Health Division 
cooperation with the Department Public 
Instruction. 

Another recommendation for develop- 
ment increased facilities and staffs 
existing clinics and establishment 
least four additional clinics. Foster homes 
are urged for children not yet emotionally 
disturbed but danger developing serious 
emotional maladjustment because disturbed 
home environmental situations. 

The report proposes establishment 
four residential units for more than 
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community mental health clinics state 
university campus. Other recommendations 
call for increased diagnostic and therapeutic 
services the state schools for boys and 
girls, well residential diagnostic and 
early treatment centers for juvenile de- 
linquents; appropriation least $100,000 
the Mental Health Division for scholar- 
ships train and educate individuals 
various mental health disciplines; anda 
grant the Department Public 
Instruction for training personnel school 
psychology and special education. 


Health Service Plan minimum public health 
service for each County Tennessee the 
object legislative proposal backed the 
state's administration. The service would in- 
clude one health officer for each 100,000 res- 
idents and one nurse for each 12,000. The 
minimum service would jointly financed 
according formula based primarily 
need and county wealth, with the state's share 
varying from per cent. 

The program would involve additional 
state funds for public health. 
Another public health measure supported 
the administration would permit the state 
regulate some classes users nuclear 
materials and other by-products currently 
under federal jurisdiction. This measure 
would require the Governor contract with 
the Atanic Energy Commission give the State 
Health Department the regulatory authority. 
supplement the current coroners' 
system the administration has announced sup- 
port measure providing for medical 
examiners under the supervision Chief 
State Medical Examiner. All examiners would 
physicians. 


EDUCATION 


Commission Gifted Children South 
Carolina Gifted Children has 
Submitted the legislature series 
recommendations designed increase chal- 
lenges talented children within the exist- 
ing public school structure. 

One proposal calls for appropriation 
$948,000 for special educational program 
over the next two years. Other recommenda- 
tions are for non-graded primary schools, 
grouping according ability, special curric- 
ula for junior high schools, advanced college 
preparation courses, honors programs, and high 
school seminar classes. 

also recommended that itinerant teach- 
ers high qualification provided for the 
more sparsely settled rural areas with schools 
too small and financial resources too meager 
support special program. 


Special Education Group The Utah State 
Department Public Instruction has announced 
plans form organization lay and pro- 
fessional persons interested special educa- 


tional opportunities for academically gifted 
children. The decision form such group 
came special meeting the department 
which committee was chosen prepare 
organizational papers. Participants the 
meeting also endorsed measure provide 
financial aid school districts desiring 
open special classes for gifted children. 


BILLBOARD AGREEMENT 


Maryland has become the first state 
qualify for federal payment for barring bill- 
boards from the interstate highway. Under 
agreement signed November, 1960, the 
Federal Highway Administrator and John 
Funk, Chairman the Maryland Roads Commis- 
Sion, the state will collect estimated 
$1.7 million over the life the interstate 
road program. 1958 federal act provides 
per cent the cost building the inter- 
state system. States prohibiting billboards 
along the system, according standards set 
the Bureau Public Roads, receive 
additional per cent. 

Negotiations are under way between the 
federal agency and Kentucky and Wisconsin, 
enactments which already have been found 
adequate after review the agency. 

Other states whose laws have been found 
adequate for this purpose include Connecticut, 
North Dakota and Virginia. Bills and propos- 
als some twenty-five additional states have 
been reviewed, and enacted would appear 
meet the federal standards. Agreements must 
entered into before July 1961, 
state wishes take advantage the provi- 
sions the existing federal law. 


NATURAL RESOURCES 


Power Project The New York State Power 
Authority placed initial operation 
hydroelectric power project the Niagara 
River. will the largest power project 
the United States and the third largest 
the world. The facility, the Niagara 
River, will cost $720 million when fully com- 
pleted 1963. will have installed 
capacity 2,190,000 kilowatts. State offi- 
cials anticipate that the power supply will 
attract new industries and increase employment 
the area. 

The Authority, which built and will 
operate the facility, will sell the power 
generated private utilities and munici- 
pal and cooperative distribution systems. 
After construction completed and the pro- 
ject full operation, the Authority ex- 
pects derive $50 million annually 
revenue from power sales. The expected yield 
will sufficient pay off the thirty-year 
bonds with which the project was financed. 

Coincident with the building the 
power development, federal, state and inter- 
national agencies undertook extensive re- 
development park and tourist facilities 
the Niagara Falls area. The treaty between 
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the United States and Canada which made possi- 
ble the power development required that the 
beauty the Falls protected and that 
adequate minimum flow the Falls 
maintained during daylight hours. 


Conferences Fisheries Growing concern 
the Pacific Coast and Northwest States 
over depletion fisheries resources 
the region culminated two interstate con- 
ferences February seeking solutions 
the problem. 

Governors Mark Hatfield Oregon, 
and Albert Rosellini Washington met with 
Governor Robert Smylie Idaho Boise 
February explore what might done 
about state serious depletion" the 
fisheries resources the Columbia River 
and its tributaries. 

initial step toward finding 
solution, the three Chief Executives con- 
stituted themselves the Columbia 
River Fisheries Management Committee. The 
Governors said they would instruct the fish- 
eries management agencies their respective 
states develop coordinated program 
management and regulation the interest 
conserving and restoring the fisheries 
resources, and place the program before 
the Governors' Committee soon possible. 
tri-state compact being considered 
the Governors permanent feature the 
program. 


Noting the impact ocean fishing 
activities the fishery stocks the 
Columbia River System, the Governors said 
they would urge legislation Alaska, Idaho, 
Oregon and Washington provide represen- 
tation these states the Pacific Marine 
Fisheries Commission and the United States 
section the International North Pacific 
Fisheries Commission. 

The second conference, attended more 
than 100 persons, met Juneau, Alaska, 
February 15-17, the call Governor 
William Egan. Participants included 
federal and state government fisheries experts 
from Alaska, California, Oregon, Washington 
anc from British Columbia. Also attending 
were representatives the Pacific Marine 
Fisheries Commission, the fisheries and 
packing industry, the International North 
Pacific Fisheries Commission and the Fish- 
eries Research 

The conference outlined common problems, 
reviewed present research and management 
techniques and discussed the broad manage- 
ment and research needs required for de- 
veloping long-range, integrated, coast- 
wide program. 

result the discussions, five- 
commission was established draft 
beginning program action. the closing 
Session Clarence Anderson, Commissioner 
the Alaska Department Fish and Game, 
recommended that coordination existing 
proposed activities effected within 
the framework the Pacific Marine Fish- 
eries Commission. 


Local Water Projects Texas legislative 
study committee has recommended closer 
check local water projects. 

The committee submitted report recom- 
mending that the State Board Water Engi- 
neers authorized follow local 
projects constructed with bond issue pro- 
ceeds. The purpose see that con- 
struction according plans. was 
also recommended that the maximum discount 
authorized water control and improvement 
district bonds reduced from per cent 
per cent; that elections provided 
authorize water districts levy taxes for 
administration and maintenance costs; and 
that water districts limited water 
control and improvement districts, except 
special districts already created the 
legislature. The committee proposed that 
directors water districts chosen for 
four years instead two. 


CRIME AND CORRECTIONS 


Parole and Probation Compact California 


and New Hampshire are the most recent 


join with the Virgin Islands the Inter- 
state Compact for the Supervision Paro- 
lees and Probationers. Altogether thirty- 
five states have joined the compact with 
the Virgin Islands. total thirty-seven 
states participate with Puerto Rico the 
compact. 

The compact effective among all fifty 
states, but special action was necessary 
the part each state join with the 
Virgin Islands and Puerto Rico, following 
action Congress 1956 permitting the 
participation these two jurisdictions. 


Capital Punishment The Pennsylvania legis- 
lature has joint committee 
study the abolition capital punishment. 
will consist three members the 
House and three Senators. The committee was 
directed hold public hearings and make 
recommendations for legislation. 

resolution has been introduced the 
House declare moratorium all execu- 
tions pending final legislative action 
the issue. The resolution has been referred 
the Rules Committee. 


HOUSING 


The Pennsylvania legislature has enacted 
bill forbidding discrimination 
the sale rental homes. also re- 
quires that all public accommodations 
available without restrictions race, 
color creed. The act will apply all 
housing except owner-occupied single-family 
homes duplexes. will administered, 
along with existing state fair employ- 
ment law, new Human Rights Commission 
that will empowered seek court enforce- 
ment its orders. 
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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The Oklahoma Industrial Finance Authority 
has approved plan for issuing $10 million 
bonds help finance construction 
industrial plants. Voters approved consti- 
tutional amendment authorizing establishment 
the Authority special election 
July, 1960. was set lend funds 
local industrial development groups, the 
loans repaid out rental funds. 

The Authority announced that the State 
Supreme Court would asked rule 
the issue's validity. approved the 
court, million bonds would sold 
the first issue, subsequent bond sales 
depend the number loan applications 
received the Authority. (See State 
Government News, August, 1960.) 


RAILROAD AID PROGRAM 


The Governors Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, New York and Rhode the Mayor 
New York City and the County Executive 
Westchester County, New York, have approved 
emergency program maintain passenger 
service the New Haven Railroad. 

The plan, developed Interstate 
Staff Committee representing the state and 
local officials, contemplates savings 
$13.7 million per year for the railroad for 
each the next four years. this amount, 
$6.2 million would come from reduction 
state and local taxes now applicable the 
line; million from repeal the federal 
transportation tax; $1.5 million from fare 
increases; and million from economies 
operation. 

announcing their intention seek 
necessary legislation the state and federal 
levels, the Governors also agreed that the 
New Haven, qualify for the plan must enter 
into commitment effect necessary econo- 
mies; maintain existing levels service; and 
modernize passenger equipment and facilities. 


STATE-COUNTY RELATIONS 


The Utah Supreme Court has ruled that 
counties Cannot use their zoning authority 
dictate location state liquor stores. 
Reversing State District Court decision, 
the Supreme Court noted that counties 
could control liquor sales through zoning 
ordinances, sort left-handed prohi- 
could result. The suit was brought 
Salt Lake County. claimed that the 
state had violated county zoning ordinance 
authorized act the legislature that 
superseded the Liquor Control Act. 

The Supreme Court approached the issue 
two fronts. The opinion noted that both 
the county and the State Commission are arms 
the state, that each given police power 
the legislature, and that both have regu- 


latory authority over liquor. But, ona 
second and deciding point, the opinion held 
that the county could not bring the suit. 
pointed out that the law made clear 
that the Liquor Commission could not sued 
save with the consent the Governor, cir- 
cumstance not present the case. 


BUSINESS REGULATION 


Consumer Protection Attorney General 
William Clark Illinois has announced 
plans set State Consumer Credit 
Protection Bureau. Organization the 
bureau has already begun, and expected 
operation July. The Attorney 
General declared that its primary weapon 
will revocation business charters 
retailers with records unscrupulous opera- 
tions. indicated that the bureau will 
similar agency the New York 
Attorney General's Office. 


Fair Trade Law The Montana Supreme Court 
has ruled unanimously that the state's 1947 
Fair Trade Act unconstitutional. The 
high court ordered the removal trial 
court injunction issued 1958 stopping 
store from selling fair-trade item below 
the manufacturer's established price. The 
decision struck down the fair trade statute 
price-fixing legislation violation 
the state constitution. The court noted 
that its counterparts nineteen other 
states earlier had overturned similar laws 
the same principle. 


STATE TORT LIABILITY 


The California Supreme Court far- 
reaching 5-2 decision has held that "the 
rule government immunity from tort lia- 
bility must discarded mistaken and 
unjust." 

The decision reversed Superior Court 
finding action brought patient 
hospital district for injuries alleged 
have been caused negligence the 
hospital staff. The lower court had held 
that the district was immune from suit the 
grounds that was state agency exercising 
governmental function. 

Ruling appeal from the lower court's 
decision, the Supreme Court contended that 
the doctrine sovereign immunity was mis- 
takenly applied the federal and state 
governments and counties and local dis- 
tricts from the beginning. Furthermore, 
the court said, the courts and the Cali- 
fornia legislature have from time time 
removed the application the rule from 
specific areas government activity, and 
the exceptions operate illogically 
cause serious inequity. 

abolishing the application the 
immunity doctrine California, the majority 
decision maintained that the not 
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making startling break with the past but 
merely taking the final step established 
legislative and judicial trend. 

The majority was careful point out 
that abrogation governmental immunity 
does not make the state liable for all harms 
that result from its activities. The main 
distinction, the opinion said, that 
government officials are liable for the 
negligent performance their ministerial 
duties, but not for their discretionary acts 
within the scope their authority. 


CALIFORNIA REORGANIZATION PROPOSALS 


Governor Edmund Brown California 
special message the legislature has 
submitted recommendations for reorganization 
the state government. 

the initial step gradual program 
implemented over period years, 
the Governor recommended constitutional 
amendment authorize the Chief Executive 
introduce reorganization measures which 
would become effective unless rejected 
the legislature. noted that there 
relatively little experience state govern- 
ment with this procedure, although six states 
have authorized it. The federal government, 
pointed out, has used the method since 
1932. 

Eventual goal the reorganization 
consolidate California's 360 administrative 
boards, commissions and agencies into eight 
agency groups, each headed single direc- 
tor reporting the Governor. The move 
intended permit clearer definition lines 
responsibility and better executive con- 
trol over segments the executive branch. 
With clear-cut lines policy formulation, 
execution and responsibility established, 
the Governor said, the executive branch would 
better able employ modern tools 
administration. These include performance 
and program budgeting, work standards, op- 
timum use electronic data processing equip- 
ment, and more efficient record keeping. 

Outlining specific plan action for 
the current legislature, the Governor indi- 
cated that his proposals were based with 
two studies submitted the 1960 legislature 
for interim study. requested that four 
the proposed agency groups created: 
(1) Youth and Adult Corrections Agency 
combining the Department Corrections and 
the California Youth Authority; (2) Health 
and Welfare Agency merging the Departments 
Social Welfare, Public Health and Mental 
Hygiene; (3) Agricultural and Resources 
Agency combining the Departments Agri- 
Culture, Fish and Game, Water Resources, and 
Natural Resources; and (4) Transportation 
Agency consolidating the Departments 
Motor Vehicles and Public Works, and the 
California Highway Patrol. 

The initial program also recommends 
abolition number existing agencies 
that are outmoded duplicated elsewhere 


the government structure. Another recom- 
mendation would add lay member each 
the licensing boards the Department 
Professional and Vocational Standards. 


LEGISLATIVE PROCEDURES 


Georgia Census Study The Georgia Office 
Legislative Counsel has published report 
the 1960 federal census and its impact 
prior state statutes. covers population 
changes counties, municipalities, judicial 
circuits, militia districts and other locali- 
ties. The annual legislative product 
Georgia comists largely local legislation, 
much which identifies the localities in- 
volved reference population.

Questions for oral answer are printed, 
each with number under appropriate head- 
ing the House calendar least two legis- 
lative days advance the time fixed 
the House for the sitting the Committee 
the Whole. Members the House are 
recognized the Chair ask the questions 
the order listed the calendar. The 
head the department then recognized for 
reply. After question has been answered 
the Speaker, his discretion, may per- 
mit members put supplemental questions 
arising out the reply, but there 
debate. 


Legislative Internships cooperative 
program with nine legislatures and 
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thirty-one universities finance employ- 
ment legislative interns has been an- 
nounced the Ford Foundation. The states 
are: California, Hawaii, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Michigan, Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
Washington. 

The interns mainly young lawyers, 
journalists and political scientists will 
assigned the legislatures work with 
standing and interim committees and research 
departments, and the offices Speakers, 
Chief Clerks and other officials. 

The foundation made grants totaling more 
than million cover one-half the 
internship stipends implement the program 
the respective states. With the exception 
California, the internship grants will 
assist new programs each state for six 
years. The California grant will continue 
for two years existing program, which 
started with $200,000 foundation grant 
1956. grant $240,000 was made 
Wisconsin 1959 for internship program. 
Similar grants are now supporting intern- 
ships the offices Congressmen, Mayors 
and Governors, and federal agencies 
the New York City area. 

The cooperating educational institutions, 
all within the states involved, will screen 
candidates, administer the program and con- 
duct supplementary seminars and other edu- 
cational activities. All candidates must 
enrolled these institutions and have 
completed one year graduate study. 

Purpose the program provide 
practical experience young people with 
career interests interpreting parti- 
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cipating public life. will also enable 
graduate students relevant disciplines 
assist legislators their work.
